The denial of a hospital’s request 
to speak privately with a staff physi- 
cian about a medical malpractice 
case has “staggered” Illinois hospi- 
tals, attorneys for the defendant 
hospital argued this week in an ap- 
peal to the Illinois Supreme Court. 

Ist District Appellate justices 
ruled in December that attorneys 
for Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Medical Center could not speak pri- 
vately with a resident physician 
who had given a pass to a psychiat- 


| Tic in-patient later injured by a sub- 


way train. 

Attorneys for Rush contend that 
the ruling prevents meaningful in- 
vestigation by hospital attorneys, 
hampers them from advising hospi- 
tal officials, restrains them in devel- 
oping defense strategy and prevents 
them from preparing physicians ac- 
cused of medical malpractice for 
cross-examination by opposing 
counsel. 

In their petition filed Monday, 
Rush attorneys suggest it was the 
first appellate ruling in the United 
States to hold:that “a hospital’s at- 


torney in a malpractice case may 
not privately interview the hospital 
employee whose alleged malprac- 
tice is the basis for the claim against 
that hospital.” 


The Illinois Hospital Association 
filed a brief in support of Rush’s 
petition on Wednesday, saying that 
the Appellate Court’s decision 
would have a “terrible” effect on 
the state’s hospitals, said Mark Dea- 
ton, general counsel for the associa- 
tion. 

The Metropolitan Chicago 
Health Care Council and 11 hospi- 
tals joined the brief, contending 
that the decision places Illinois hos- 
pitals in a position unique to the 
entire country, Deaton said. 

According to the complaint, 
Cheryl Almgren received a pass 
from Dr. Renee Mehlinger in 
March 1986, later wandering aim- 
lessly in a psychotic state until she 
was struck and severely injured by a 
Chicago Transportation Authority 
“L” train. 


The justices reversed a trial court 
decision allowing the ex parte inter- 
view and remanded the case for for- 


mal discovery proceedings with the 
doctor. 

Rush attorneys argued that the 
justices misapplied Petrillo v. Syn- 
tex Laboratories Inc., 148 
Ill.App.3d 581 (1986). 

In Petrillo, an attorney represent- 
ing a defendant in a product liabili- 
ty action was precluded from pri- 
vately interviewing a physician who 
had treated the plaintiff for injuries 
caused by the defendant. 

The justices conceded that re- 
stricting the contact to formal dis- 
covery would make the defense 
counsel’s job more difficult, but 
found that under Petrillo and the 
Mental Health and Developmental 
Disabilities Confidentiality Act, the 
waiver of Almgren’s physician-pa- 
tient privilege was only partial. 

The justices found that Almgren 
“has the right to insist upon court 
supervision of all communications 
pertaining to this case between de- 
fendant and Dr. Mehlinger,” Jus- 
tice Carl J. Me“*rmick wrote. Jus- 
tices Allen Harttnan and Anthony 
Scariano concurred. 

Rush attorneys contend in their 
petition however that, “Practically, 
there is no comparison between bar- 
ring hospital counsel from talking 
privately to a non-employee treat- 
ing physician whose conduct is not 
under attack — i.e., the Petrillo situ- 
ation — and barring hospital coun- 
sel from talking to a physician em- 
ployee whose acts hospital counsel 
must defend at trial.” 

The attorneys also contend that 
the “radical expansion” of Petrillo 
would lead to violation of due pro- 
cess and equal protection under the 
U.S. and Illinois constitutions. 

“The Supreme Court has stayed 
out of the Petrillo controversy for 
way too long,” said George F. Gal- 
land, who represents Rush. “This is 
the latest and most extreme inter- 
pretation and it is time for the Su- 
preme Court to get in and blow the 
whistle.” 

‘In malpractice cases against 
hospitals, plaintiffs’ counsel could 
meet meaningfully with the persons 
whose position they must advocate 
at trial, while defendants’ counsel 
could not,” the petition states. 

“There is no justification for a 
rule that trammels hospital defen- 
dants, but not plaintiffs, from the 
proper investigation, preparation 
and presentation of their case,” the 
petition states. 

While the justices found that the 
Mental Health and Developmental 
Disabilities Confidentiality Act 
provides no support for a special 
right to a private interview between 
the hospital attorney and the physi- 
cian, Rush attorneys contend that 
the act expressly allows private dis- 
closure. 

“It is absurd to think the legisla- 
ture intended the plaintiffs attor- 
ney to be present when the defen- 
dant’s attorney is rendering legal 
advice,” the petition states.

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TRAVEL COMMISSIONS ON ALL MEDICAL CENTER TRAVEL. TRAVEL NEEDS OF 


THE MEDICAL CENTER ARE DIVERSE AND WE FEEL MORE EXTENSIVE SERVICES 
MUST BE OFFERED IF OUR REVENUES ARE TO GROW SUBSTANTIALLY. 

OUR BOARD MEMBERS’ FUND CONTRIBUTED $21,515 TO OUR BOARD. THE 
MONEY WAS GIVEN BY 143 BOARD MEMBERS AND WE ARE GRATEFUL TO SUZY 
THOMPSON FOR LEADING THAT EFFORT. 

ALYCE SIGLER’S EFFORTS WITH THE ART GALLERY BROUGHT US $1,005 
FROM ARTISTS WHO CONTRIBUTED 20% OF THEIR SALES TO THE WOMAN’S 
BOARD. 

VICE PRESIDENT MEDICAL CENTER ACTIVITIES 

ELLEN HORWEEN NOT ONLY MANAGED HER COMMITTEES BUT ALSO MET, 
GREETED AND INTRODUCED THE SPEAKER AT EVERY GENERAL MEETING. 

BONNIE TAYLOR REPORTS THAT FROM 1989 THROUGH 1992 THE WOMAN’S 
BOARD HAS HELPED 59 STUDENTS WITHIN THE COLLEGES AT UNDERGRADUATE 
AND GRADUATE LEVELS. $50,000 WAS AGAIN GRANTED TO THE SCHOLARSHIP 
PROGRAM. 

THE CHILD PSYCHIATRY COMMITTEE UNDER THE DIRECTION OF BONNIE 
PACELLI AND THE MENTAL WELL-BEING COMMITTEE UNDER MARTHA FERRIS 
MET TOGETHER TO TARGET VOLUNTEER OPPORTUNITIES FOR THE WOMAN’S 
BOARD. THE WOMAN’S BOARD CONTRIBUTED $5,020 FOR FURNITURE 
EQUIPMENT AND AIDS FOR THE CHILD PSYCHIATRY UNIT AND THE RUSH DAY 
SCHOOL. 

SHELAGH COVINGTON REPORTS THAT THE CANCER TREATMENT CENTER 


WAS ALLOCATED $8,000 IN 1992 AND 1993 AND THEN $13,406 IN 1993/1994. THAT 


APPROPRIATION WILL BE USED TO RENOVATE THE CENTERS WAITING ROOM. 
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MARY FREY OF THE GERONTOLOGY COMMITTEE REPORTS THAT THE 


CENTER FOR REHABILITATION RECEIVED $1,082 FOR A TELEVISION MONITOR, A 
VCR AND A MOVEABLE LOCK CART TO BE USED FOR ORIENTATION AND 
EDUCATION OF THEIR PATIENTS AND THEIR FAMILIES. $820 WAS GRANTED FOR 
EDUCATIONAL TAPES TO AID PATIENTS IN HOMECOMING AND REHABILITATION. 

DIANE KELLY AND GWEN LINCOLN REPRESENTED THE WOMAN’S CENTER 
IN WASHINGTON, D.C. FOR A WORKSHOP ON WOMEN’S HEALTH ISSUES. THE 
CENTER RECEIVED $11,400 FROM THE WOMAN’S BOARD OF WHICH $5,000 WILL 
BE USED TO PURCHASE NEW BASSINETS.

DORIS RICHARDS HAS WORKED CLOSELY THIS YEAR WITH ALL OF HER 
COMMITTEES. THIS YEAR THE PEDIATRICS COMMITTEE CHAIRED BY PATSY

PATIENTS ROOMS AND $1,000 FOR THE VIDEOTAPES. IN ADDITION $6,300 WAS 
APPROPRIATED FOR INFANT-TODDLER CARE PACKAGES. FAMILY VIOLENCE 
SERVICES HAS BEEN REACTIVATED UNDER NEW MANAGEMENT AND IS 
GRATEFUL FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE WOMAN’S BOARD.

O’MALLEY HAS CONTINUED TO SUPPORT HUNDREDS OF FAMILIES WHO HAVE
